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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, 7, 15-17 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticiapted by Shea, Sr. Shea, Sr. discloses at least one light source 24; and at least 
one light conductive path (28-32) attached to and permanently formed and non-affixed 
on an exterior surface 12 of the helmet (SEE COLUMN 3, LINES 20-35, 
SPECIFICALLY LINES 33-34 STATES THE FLEXIBLE FIBER OPTIC 
TRANSMITTERS COULD BE MOLDED DIRECECTLY INTO THE EXTERIOR 
SURFACE 12), and having a first end optically coupled to the light source and a second 
end for emitting light. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 4 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Shea, Sr. in view of Koenen Myers et al . Shea Sr. discloses the claimed invention 
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except for the teaching that the second end of the fiber optic conductor is polished to 
create a lens for ennitting light. Koenen Myers et a! teaches a second end of the fiber 
optic conductor is polished to create a lens for emitting light. It would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the fiber 
optic conductors of Shea, Sr. to include polished ends in order to efficiently transmit 
light as taught by Koenen Myers et al 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

A. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 5-6 and 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Shea, Sr. in view of Chien. Shea Sr. discloses the claimed invention except for the 
plurality of LEDs or colored LEDs. Chien '271 teaches a plurality of LEDs 17 or colored 
LEDs (see column 8, lines 25-27) used to illuminate a helmet. It would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to substitute a 
plurality of LEDs or colored LEDs for the light source of Shea, Sr. in order to provide 
colored Illumination to each fiber optic and because LEDs are more efficient and last 
longer than other conventional low voltage light sources. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 8-14 and 22-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Shea, Sr. in view of Glatt. Shea Sr. discloses the claimed invention 
except for the logic circuitry. Glatt teaches providing logic circuitry to control the 
illumination of a helmet.- It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time 
the invention was made to modify the circuitry of Shea, Sr. to include the logic circuitry 
of Glatt in order to efficiently and effectively control the illumination of the helmet of 
Shea, Sr., 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 08/08/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that Shea, Sr. fails to teach a light^conducting path 
that is "permanently formed within and non-affixed on" an exterior surface. The 
examiner disagrees. Clearly, Shea, Sr. teaches a light conducting path (28-32) that is 
"permanently formed within and non-affixed on" an exterior surface 12 (column 3, lines 
31-33) of helmet body 11. Or in the alternatively, the light conductor 12 can be placed 
between the exterior surface 1 2 of the helmet body 1 1 and the helmet body 1 1 .
